TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


I am pleased to submit to you this annual report for 1982. During the 
year just completed there has been progress in many areas. Several of the 
efforts begun at the last town meeting are completed and others will be 
finalized in the near future. The most important of these programs, and one 
that affects each and every one of us directly, is the Revaluation. This process, 
which all municipalities undergo periodically, is imperative if we are to be 
able to treat all tax-payers fairly and equitably. The revaluation will be in 
place by August and used first for the 1984 tax billing. 


This Book contains not only the summary of our financial operations for 
the year, but also, the reports of each of the several departments, committees 
and organizations which combine to provide the services of town 
government. In order to evaluate the effectiveness of town government, it is 
very important to consider the financial reports along with the departmental 
overview of operations. It is, however, important to remember that these are 
only summaries, and anyone with specific comments or questions should feel 
free to bring them to our attention at the Town Office. 


A very important aspect of our operations over the year is not evident in 
this report and that is the many many hours that have been put in by everyone: 
the selectmen, the committees and boards, volunteers, businessmen, 
individual citizens and seasonal residents. Without your continuing support, 
suggestions and contributions, our job would have been much more difficult. 
I must include a special thank you to Howard Gurney for his support and 
assistance during my first year as Town Manager. 


There have been several changes in our staff during the past year. Kathy 
Anderson and Burnam White resigned in August, and the Community 
Development office closed in October after completing a successful three year 
housing assistance program. To Clare Webber, Kathy Anderson, and Burn 
White, our appreciation for jobs well done. Rachel Lee was hired at the town 
office, and Hack Spiller has joined us as the Town mechanic. 


Finally, I would like to thank the citizens and residents of Rangeley for 
their help and support during my first year as your town manager. In my 
experience, few towns of this size are as willing as Rangeley to provide the 
number and quality of services that you provide. These services are costly, 
true, due in no small part to the intervention of state and federal 
requirements. The quality of life and environment which they preserve is, 
however, very special. It has been my privilege to work with a concerned 
board of selectmen and a very fine group of town employees whose dedication 
and hard work did much to maintain these qualities. I look forward to 


working with all of you in 1983.

AMBULANCE REPORT 


The Rangeley Region Ambulance has responded to 105 calls for 
emergency medical assistance during the year of 1982. The financial status of 
the ambulance account can be found by looking for the title ambulance under 
the heading of Statement of Departmental operations. I would ask you to 
look at this account carefully as we have an article in the warrant pertaining to 
possibly upgrading our ambulance equipment. 


The members of the Ambulance Corp. meet twice per month, the second 
and fourth Thursday of the month. We are pleased to say we now have seven 
new members who are traveling to Rumford and Farmington, taking a 100 
hour Emergency Technician Course. I might add they are doing this at their 
own expense as to travel and time. Tuition for the course is furnished from the 
donated account. I want to personally extend my gratitude to them and ask 
the towns people to join me, for this kind of commitment of time and money to 
improve the ability of the Rangeley Ambulance to provide the region with 
qualified emergency personnel. 


I also want to commend the other members who continually are giving 
time in training and improving their ability to better serve the sick and injured 
of this region. These people are exemplifying the true meaning of volunteers 
and are living up to the motto of our ambulance corp which is WE CARE. 


There are many more people involved in providing ambulance service to 
the area to name a few, the Red Phone Ladies, who answer our phone network 
and get the crew out all times of day and night. Residents and Non-residents 
who contribute money to the donation fund with which we purchase new 
equipment and provide training for the members. There are many others who 
support the service in many other ways. 


I would like to say thanks to all of the people who in any way help this 
region provide emergency medical care, a very necessary service for a 
community such as ours.

Gentlemen: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds of the 
Town of Rangeley for the year ended December 31, 1982, listed in the 
foregoing table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of 
the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforementioned 
table of contents present fairly the financial position of the Town of Rangeley 
at December 31,1982 and the results of its operations for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but is presented per statutory 
requirements and as additional analytical data. The information has been 
subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the 
examination of the financial statements mentioned above, and, in our 
opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial 
statements taken as a whole. 


In connection with our examination we also performed tests of 
compliance with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as required by the 
Audit Guide and Standards for Revenue Sharing Recipients issued by the 
Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the Treasury. | 


Based on these procedures, we noted no instance of noncompliance with 
the regulations.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENT 
December 31, 1982 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Rangeley conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units.

B. 


BASIS OF PRESENTATION 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
fund balance, revenues and expenditures. The various funds are 
grouped by type in the financial statements. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund of 
the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not 
allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital — 
improvement costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue sharing funds are used to 
account for revenues derived from specific taxes or other earmarked 
revenue sources, including federal revenue sharing funds. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 
Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets held in 
Trust by the Town for others. 


ACCOUNT GROUP 

General Long Term Debt — This account group is established to 
account for the long term debt that is backed by the Town’s full 
faith and credit. 


BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 
The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the General 


Special Revenue, Trust and Capital Reserve and Special Reserve Funds. 
The modified accrual basis of accounting is defined as the basis of 
accounting under which expenditures are recorded as incurred and 
revenues are recorded when received in cash except for material and/or 
available revenues which are accrued to reflect properly the taxes levied 
and the revenues earned. 
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C. GENERAL FIXED ASSETS 

The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged against 
departmental operations whenever such items are purchased. 


2. Property Tax 

The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied May 17,1982 on 
the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1982 for all real and personal property 
located in the Town. Taxes were due on September 30, 1982, with interest at 
1.5 percent per month or part thereof unpaid November 1, 1982, retroactive 
to September 30, 1982. 


3. Long Term Debt 

The statutes of the State of Maine limits the Town debt outstanding at 
any time to 15% of its last full State valuation. At December 31, 1982, the. 
Town’s direct debt totaled $1,703,416.68. 


4. Pension Plan 
Eligible Town employees are covered under either the Maine State 
Retirement System or Social Security. 


Employees participating in the Maine State Retirement System are 
eligible for normal retirement upon attaining the age of sixty and early 
retirement after completing twenty-five or more years of creditable service. 
As of December 31, 1982, we were advised that there was no unfunded 
accrued liability. 


5. General Fund Budget 

The Town operated on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. All 
revenues are not estimated, but are credited to the particular operating 
account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote of the 
Townspeople at the annual town meeting or at special town meeting. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the 
Townspeople vote on various articles, on which, amounts for appropriations 
have been recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or the Budget 
Committee. 


6. Appropriated Fund Balance 

Historically the Townspeople vote to carry certain departmental 
unexpended balances and/or overdrafts forward to the following year for 
expenditure. This is usually in lieu of additional appropriations in any 
particular account. 
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7. Capital and Special Reserve Funds 

Capital and special reserve funds for various purposes have been 
established in the past by statutory provisions or by a vote of the 
Townspeople. These funds were invested in savings accounts at the year end. 


8. Litigation 
We have been advised by the Town Manager that presently there are no 
lawsuits pending against the Town. 


9. General 

Transfers from the general fund balance to reduce the 1982 tax 
commitment and for various departmental operations as well as federal 
revenue sharing funds for various operating accounts were authorized by the 
voters at the annual and special town meetings. State revenue sharing, 
business inventory tax and tree growth tax were applied to reduce the 1981 
tax levy.

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REPORT OF THE ADVANCE POLUTION CONTROL FACILITY 
FOR 1982 


To the Citizens of Rangeley: 


1982 saw us treating 32 million gallons of sewage, at a cost per gallon of 
$0.003. We have now treated over 375 million gallons of sewage since we first 
started receiving flow in 1970. 


The major problems in the O & M section have slowed down some, with 
most of the problems in the Return Sludge section overcome, and a good line 
on what is needed to correct the problems in the aeration section. 


The sludge Program has gone very well. We have removed over 200,000 
gallons of sludge for the greening of Rangeley pastures. The hauling of the 
sludge, and the septic waste is still up in the air, but I am confident that it will 
be resolved before spring. 


The final report on the collection system has been given to the Sewer 
Commission, along with their recommendations as to what to repair, in what 
order and a cost effective stop line. The most demanding part is now to be 
undertaken; where to start, and where will the money to repair the system 
come from, and how long will it take. 


The main mission of the department is to collect, treat, and discharge all 
the waste generated within the system, without causing health, environmental, 
or nuisance conditions. We have managed to do this, but not without a cost. If 
this cost is too great for the clean water we receive and enjoy, then it is a 
question that each one of us must answer, what cost is enough for clean water. 


The detractors of the system usually say that we bought a pig in the poke, 
but that just is not the case. The system is one of the least costly of plant types 
to build, and the cost of running the Third stage is | / 3rd the national average 
in terms of cost per gallon treated. The hard part is that most of these persons 
has never been to this plant or any other of this type. 


With the administration being new to us, we have had our problems with 
most of them being minor. We hope to be talking the same language and to be 
able to show these people that we can do our jobs quite well if given the 
support, and the tools that we need. 


The sewer commission has done a very good job of coming to grips with 
the plant and its problems, and are giving much time and energy to 
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understanding and conquering these problems. They need your support, 
understanding, and mostly your ideas, suggestions, and complaints first hand 
to do an even better job. 


My last remark comes from the fact that often good works in some areas 
are overlooked or taken for granted. In order that I am not guilty of the last 
part of that, I would just say this: George Barrett has done a great job in 
maintaining all of the buildings in our complex (8). We have had no problems 
in these areas that Geo. has not tackled and corrected with speed and most 
cases low cost. For these and many more reasons I would like to thank him 
publicly. 


The future is before us, and it can be handled by looking at it straight up 
front. :

1982 was a year of historic importance for the Rangeley Region Guides 
and Sportsmen. After several years of research a nineteen acre parcel of land 
was purchased in Oquossoc on Bald Mtn. Ski Tow ROAD with funds from 
the Association Treasury raised over a long period of time. Future fund 
raising activities will aid in paying off the mortgage and initiating long range 
projects on the land itself including marked nature trails, wild life feeding 
areas and a trap shooting range. Grateful thanks goes to many persons whose 
selfless efforts made this purchase possible. 


In conjunction with the Association’s primary functions of preserving 
wild life in the area, protection of the environment and promotion of safe 
hunting and fishing practices and the belief that today’s young people are 
tomorrow’s Maine Guides, a comprehensive program under the direction of 
Bea MacLeod was begun in early July.

REPORT OF THE RANGELEY PARK COMMISSION 


The past year was a busy one for the Park Commission. A new main- 
tenance building was added on to the existing restroom building completely 
conforming to the older structure. All painting and interior construction was 
accomplished by the park attendant and helpers. The two tennis courts were 
resealed and relined, and the basketball court was resealed. The old wooden 
maintenance building was cut into two halves and one section taken to the 
dump to house the bulldozer and the other to the town garage area for 
firewood storage, etc. 


The Federal Grant was approved in late September and the engineering 
firm of Tyler & Cayer of Waterville was hired to plan the various projects 
which were approved at 1982 town meeting. Due to the lengthy delay in 
obtaining the final grant it was too late to start construction. However, all 
engineering has been completed and projects will be submitted for bid early in 
spring. It is hoped that actual work will be started as soon as ground is 
workable. Also due to the grant delay the cost estimates, which were the basis 
_ for the grant request and the monies raised at town meeting, are now almost 
two years old and some corners may have to be cut and close watch 
maintained on construction costs as the work progresses. 


A new sectional concrete boat launchings ramp was procured and 
delivered by the State Dept. of Parks and Recreation at no charge. All 
necessary permission and approvals have been cleared for installation in 
Oquossoc at the fish screen area. We thank Union Water Power for the 
cooperation in this regard. The ramp will be installed by the Town Crew 
funded from the Oquossoc Park account. This will be done as soon as weather 
permits. 

Our life guard was once again Lila Hopson who did her usually fine job. 
We thank Melissa Haines for capably filling in for Lila after her unfortunate 
accident. 

Three tennis tournaments were held during the summer and all were well 
attended. Many thanks to the Blueberry Festival for sponsoring these 
tournaments and to Tom Jefferies and Jeff Bollette for their help in 
conducting them.

In last year’s annual report, I stated that the Community Development 
office was at the halfway mark in the administration of the Town’s second 
Community Development Block Grant in the amount of $193,000.00. I am 
pleased to announce that the administration of this second grant, known as 
the Rangeley Village Revitalization Program, has been completed. We were 
independently audited in October of 1982, and now await a visit from HUD 
in Manchester in order to perform some on-site inspections to complete our 
program close-out. The full $193,000 was spent with assistance and goal 
achievements as follows: (NOTE: Goal numbers listed were set as goals 
for a 3-year period, and in most cases were exceeded in one year)

Due to lack of funds the Rangeley Community Development Office has 
now closed except for the overseeing of a few remaining projects that will not 
reach completion until spring.

The Rangeley Industrial Development/Alternate Energy Committee 
has worked closely with the Franklin County Development office this past 
year. Copies of the Rangeley Prospectus were sent from the Franklin County 
Development office to seventeen firms offering information on the garnet 
mining and stating the possibilities for an industry using this material. 


Members of the committee visited the site of the mine on Wing Hill and 
also visited the plant in West Paris. Talks have been ongoing regarding a small 
industry using material from the mine. A public meeting with the owners of 
Garnet Extractives is planned. 


A matching fund marketing grant has been filed with the State 
Development office. With support from the plantations and money from the 
committee and the Chamber of Commerce, if accepted, the grant will be used 
to advertise in trade journals/ magazines offering industry and area with many 
advantages. 


We are still open for ideas and help. Anyone interested is welcome to 
attend meetings and present their ideas.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To be successful, Rangeley Lakes Regional School needs the help and 
support of parents, friends and the community. When the school needs 
support, it must depend upon the community. That’s just one reason why 
citizens must understand the important role they play in providing excellence 
in education. We need more than school spirit -- we need spirit for the schools. 


Let us work together to make it happen. 
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This year, the S.R.A. achievement test was administered to all grades. 
This not only gives us an instrument to determine how well students are doing 
as compared to National Norms, but also gives us a base from which to follow 
progress in future years. 


This is the first year of a three-year comprehensive contract between the 
teachers and the Town of Rangeley. 


The school is developing a four-year course sequence recommendation to 
enable a student entering the 9th grade to plan a course of study for the full 
four years at Rangeley Lakes Regional School. This plan should be updated 
annually so each entering freshman can plan his course of study. 


The Town of Rangeley has furnished the students with a fine facility. The 
Rangeley School Committee and the Administration realize they must strive 
continually to make a solid educational program available for the students. 


The state has changed the format of financial accounting and reporting 
for elementary and secondary schools in Maine. The purpose of the new 
accounting system is to permit each unit to demonstrate prudent use of funds 
and accountability of educational programs. It is very difficult to compare 
the new format with the old. 


The amount of local funds raised in March, 1982 was $339,335.00 with 
$60,000.00 carried forward from the previous year. For 1983, the amount of 
local funds requested is $421,001.68 with only $20,000.00 carried forward. 
The difference in the amounts requested is $81,666.68. Reasons for the 
requested increase in local appropriations are: 


1. There is a difference of $40,000.00 in the amount carried forward in 
1982 and 1983. 


2. Part of 1982 - 83 teachers salaries will be paid during 1983 - 84, due to 
the fact that teachers are now paid in 26 pays. The difference is 
$43,000.00. 


3. Due to the increased state valuation of the Town of Rangeley from 
$36,700,000.00 to $39,500,000.00, there is an increase of $23,484.00 
which the Town of Rangeley must contribute as its share of the 
state/local allocation. 


I wish to thank the School Committee and the many organizations and 
citizens who have helped to improve the educational climate in Rangeley 
Lakes Regional School.

A. Definitions 
1. Pesticides — Chemical agents applied primarily for control or 
elimination of blights, rusts, insects or other pests harmful to the health 
growth of trees and vegetation. 


2. Applicator — Any person who is licensed by the State of Maine or 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for the purpose of 
applying pesticides, and, who charges for their services, and, who is 
applying a pesticide for which a license or certification is required. 


B. Ordinance 
1. All persons applying pesticides in amounts, or of a type which are 
controlled by or which require a license from the State of Maine or the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency shall notify the Town 
Manager or his designated Agent at least 48 hours prior to the 
application of the pesticide within the limits of the Town of Rangeley. 


2. Such notification shall include the date, time and place of intended 
application. 


3. The Town Manager or his agent shall notify either directly, or by 
public posting, all landowners abutting or within 500 feet of the 
application site. 


4. This restriction shall not apply to pesticides or other products 
which are purchased at retail and are applied by a private individual to 
his own properties. 


5. Persons subject to this ordinance who fail to notify the Town 
Manager or his agent prior to the application of pesticides shall be 
liable to a fine of not less than $25.00 or more than $50.00 and will be 
required to cease spraying until proper notifications are made.
